an information storage medium; and 

a houeing having said information storage medium movably supported therein, and configured so 
that, if electrostatic charge is present on an exterior surface of said houang, said information storage 
medium will be substantially free of induced charg e, said housing comprising: 
a first portion eonductivelv eonneotod to a second portion, and 
a conductive Plate attached to the first portion so that the conductive plate forms 

substaffitiallv the bottom of the housing and is insulated from frie information storage medium . 

2. (Original) An apparatus according to Claim 1 , wherein said information storage 

medum is a disk which is rotatably supported within said housing. 

3. (Amended) An apparatus according to Claim 2, wherein said hou si ng has, on ono s i d e 

o f ea i d - dfek f first and second portions wh ish each extend approximately parallel to said disk, which are 
each spaced from said disk in a direction normal to said disk, and which have a space therebetween, said 
first portion being made of a materia) which is one of electrically conductive and electrically dissipative. 

4. (Amended) An apparatus according fo Claim 3, wherein said first and second portions 

and the conductive plate of said housing each have an opening therethrough, said openings being aligned 
w'llh each other and with an axis of rotation of said disk. 

5. (Original) An apparatus according to Claim 4, wherein said first portion Is electrically 

conductive, and »ld second portion is disposed between said fkst portion and said di^. 

6. (Original) An apparatus according to Claim 5, wherein said second portion is made 

from one of an electrically conductive and an elecdricaify dissipative material.

opening through said second portion, and which is made from a material that is one of electrically 
conductive ^d electrically dissipative. 

8. (Amended) An apparatus according to Claim 1 , including a motor fixedly mounted in 

said opening ttirough said first portion through said conductive plate, said motor effecting said rortatab te 
rotatable support of said disk within said housing. 

9. (Original) An apparatus aocordng to Claim 8, wherein an inner edge of said opening 

through said second portion is spaced radiaiy outwardly from said motor. 

1 0. (Original) An ^paratus according to Claim 4, wherein said first portion is eledrically 

conductive, and e disposed between said second portion and said disk. 

1 1 . (Original) An apparatus according to Claim 1 0, \wherein said housing has, on a side 

of said disk opposite from said fird and second portions, third and fourth portions which each extend 
approximately parallel to said disk, which are each spaced from said disk in a direction normal to said disk, 
and which have a space therebetween, said third portion being made of a material which is eledriually 
conductive. 

1 2. (Original) An apparatus according to Claim 1 1 , wherein said housing has a fiflfi 

portiorr which electrically couples said first and third portions. 

1 3. (OriginaO An apparatus according to Claim 1 2, wherein said housing has a section 

which includes said second and fourth portions, which substantially completely surrounds said disk and 
said first and third portions except for said opening through said second portion, and which is made from a 
material that is electrically insulative.

(Original) An apparatus according to Claim 4, wherein said first portion is disposed 
between said second portion and said disk, and is made of a material which is one of electrically conductive 
and electrically dissipative. 

15. (Original) An apparatus according to Claim 14, wherein said second portion Is made 

from a material which is eleotrioaliy insulative. 

16. (Original) An apparatus according to Claim 16, wherein said housing has a third 

portion which, together with said first portion, defines a section of said housing which substantially 
completely surrounds said disk except tor said opening through said first portion, said third portion being 
made from a material which is one of electricaOy dissipative and electrically conductive. 

17. (Original) An apparatus according to Claim 1 6, wherein said second and third 

portions each engage said first portion but are free of engagement with each other. 

1 8. (Amended) An apparatus according to Claim 4, including a motor fixedly mounted in 

said opening through one of said first and second portions and said conductive plate, said motor effecting 
said rotatable support of said disk within said housing.
